TO THE QUEEN’S MOST EXCELLENT MAJESTY. 


May it please your Majesty, 

In accordance with the provisions of the Act of Parliament 
founding the Queen’s Colleges, I have the honour of submitting 
to Your Majesty the following Report of the proceedings and 
condition of the Queen’s College, Galway, for the Session 
1888-89. 


A review of the working and condition of the College naturally 
falls under two heads : — First, the character of the Education it 
imparts ; and Second, the numbers of its Students. 

The efficiency of the method of Education which has since its 
foundation been followed in this College, has been tested and 
approved by the success of a remarkably high proportion of its. 
Students in the great public competitions of the educated youth 
of the empire, and by the eminence they have attained in pro- 
fessional and other careers. Our system has been discussed by 
many educational authorities, including Governmental Commis- 
sioners, who have regarded its practical results as conclusive 
evidence of its soundness. 

In estimating the number of Students as given in the appended 
Tables, it is well to hear in mind the peculiar circumstances of 
the College. Situated in the poorest and most backward part of 
Ireland, at a distance from other centres of education, its function 
is to awaken and foster a desire for higher education rather than 
to supply a pressing demand. In the case of Education the need 
for stimulus and support is greatest where the want is least felt. 
How comparatively small is the number of educated youth in 
Connaught from which the College can hope to draw its Students 
is strikingly shown by the recent Report (that of 1888) of the 
Commissioners of Intermediate Education in Ireland. We there 
find the following Table of the distribution of Results Fees paid 
to the Managers of Boys’ Schools in the four Provinces : —

Report of the President 

The question of Education in general, and especially of Uni- 
versity education, has largely engaged public attention, and has 
been the theme of much discussion. It would be unbecoming in 
me to enter here into so large a controversy : I have only to deal 
with the present and refer to the past ; and in this retrospect I 
feel satisfaction in the reflection that the College can justly claim 
to have given an impulse to educational progress throughout the 
country, and more especially to have conferred substantial benefits 
on the youth of this remote province. Evidence of this may be 
found without going outside that department of the College which 
has always had exceptional difficulties to contend with. The 
Medical School, it will be remembered, was created by the 
College ; no such institution had previously existed in the 
Western Province. In the Report of the last Commission of 
Inquiry into the Queen’s Colleges (1885) it is recorded that sixty- 
three appointments in the Naval and Military Services were 
obtained by candidates who had received their education mainly 
in the Medical School of this College, where also twenty-two 
other successful candidates had received a part of their education. 
Further : — The highest test of Medical education, it will be 
admitted, is the examination for the Degree of Doctor of Medi- 
cine ; and. the standard of this examination, as conducted by the 
Royal University of Ireland, is known to be a very high one. 
In each of the successive years 1882, 1883, and 18S4, but one 
First Class Degree was awarded, and that to a Student of this 
College ; in 1885 there were two First Class Degrees, of which one 
fell to a Galway Student. At the recent examinations of the 
Royal University, the Travelling Medical Scholarship, which was 
founded last year by the Senate, was for the first time awarded ; 
Mr. Joseph Stewart, of this College, being the successful candi- 
date. Surgeon-Major Freyer, also of this County and College, 
whose works are known everywhere, has won the unique credit 
of t>he introduction into India of a modern method of operation, by 
which he has helped to revolutionize the treatment of a terribly 
painful endemiedisease; he has recently had the distinction of being 
summoned to treat one of the Native Princes, by whom he was re- 
warded with unprecedented munificence. Three other natives of 
this province, who also received their entire undergraduate edu- 
cation within these walls, ai'e now members of the Professorial 
staff of the College ; two of them being also Fellows of the Royal 
University of Ireland. 

_ I may be permitted to quote from the Report of the Commis- 
sion (1885) one other paragraph, which refers to a different de- 
partment of the College : — 

“ ft is interesting to note ” (says the Report) “ that the twelve 
successful candidates for the Civil Service of India, the four for the 
Civil Sendee of Ceylon, and the eight for Inspectorships of Schools, had 
all spent four Sessions or more in the College, so that they are all, in the 
fullest sense of the word, Galway men.”

In the beginning of the year the College sustained a heavy 
loss in the premature death of Dr. Davies, the Professor of Latin — 
a Scholar of rare erudition, a Teacher of consummate ability. 


Library, Museums, Laboratories. 

The Appendix to the Departmental Catalogue of the Library 
has been completed. To ease the pressure on the Genei’al Library 
the adjoining private room has been fitted up with shelves, which 
have been stored with books of general interest in Literature and 
Science ; thus forming a separate Library of Reference. The books 
of every department have been re-numbered, and the work of 
taking stock of the several departments has recently been com- 
menced. . 

The rapid development of Medical Science, especially in the 
Biological province, has called for such an enlargement and 
improvement of scientific apparatus as will enable the teaching 
to keep pace with the progress of discovery. The department of 
Physiology affords a remarkable instance of the method of teach- 
ing the Natural Sciences that has been introduced in recent 
years, and the more exacting nature of the work prescribed to 
Medical Students of the present day. Not many years ago in- 
struction in Physiology consisted in formal lectures, illustrated 
by experiments performed by the Lecturers, and by Histo- 
logical specimens shown to the Students. Now, in addition to 
attendance on lectures, a Student must, with his own hands, 
make the analyses, preparations, and experiments that were pre- 
viously only shown to him. Practical Histology has been taught 
in a separate class for some years in the College ; last Session, 
for the first time, a course of Experimental and Chemical Phy- 
siology was carried on, which was attended by eleven Students. 
The collection of instruments and apparatus in the Physiological 
Laboratory is believed to be not inferior in fitness for its purposes 
to any similar collection in Ireland. Important additions have 
been made to the Museum of Natural History, which may now 
he said to be in a state of perfect efficiency for teaching purposes. 
The Chemical Laboratory also affords ample accommodation for 
the Students.
